In the excitem ent every­ 
body looked only to individual safety, 
and rushed down th e fire escape.

sollow ing perished in the building: 
George Friedm an, aged 4 years; Levy 
Friedm an, JJaged 3; Annie Appleblat, 
aged 22; Lena M itchell, aged 24; Mrs. 
M argaret K illian, agEd 70; Jacob Kil­ 
lian, her son, aged 40: George Levy, 
Mrs. 
K illians 
grandson, 
aged 20. 
F atally injured: 
Lena 
Friedm an, 
m other of th e dead children, jum ped 
from the th ird story window. 
She 
was badly bruised and m angled and 
w ill die. 
The house is a five-story brick tene­ 
m ent, th e ground floor being occupied 
b y a g r o c e r y and th e upper stories 
being arranged w ith front and rear 
a p a r tm e n ts . 
Seven fam ilies were in 
the h o u se . 
The only m eans of exit w as a stair­ 
way, narrow and dark, w hich ran di­ 
rectly u p through the center of the 
building. 
The fire broke out in th e 
cellar a t 3 o’clock. 
T here w ere seven 
fam ilies, num bering thirty-five per­ 
sons, in th e house.

KILL A GERRYMANDER AMENDMENT 


S ee T h a t th e Second P rop osition On th e

Two very important amendments to 
the constitution will be voted on at 
the election Tuesday.

increase the salary of the state super­ 
intendent of public instruction.

The second amendment—“ Sub-di­ 
vision 9, Section 31, of Article IV”— 
should be defeated. 
This gives tbe 
legislature power to tamper with city 
charters by amendments.

tution was amended a few years ago 
so that such legislation was prohibited 
and a general charter was adopted, 
placing all cities of certain population 
under uniform charters and govern­ 
ment.

“Anyone who has w atched the gulls 
and other fish-catching* birds along 
our coast m ust have discovered how 
keen is th eir sight and how cunning­ 
ly they discover a school of fish long 
before a fin has disturbed tho surface 
of the w ater,” said Captain E. M 
Bates, of New Bedford. 
“O ftentim es 
when a t sea I have tested the vision 
of gulls th a t happened near my ship, 
to the great am usem ent of the passen­ 
gers. 
I rem em ber one occasion when. 
the ship was going along a t a p retty 
rapid rate I noticed a num ber of gulls 
following closely in our w ake, appar­ 
ently on the w atch for anything th a t 
m ight he throw n overboard. 
Going 
to the cabin I procured a sm all biscuit 
and retu rn in g to the deck prepared to 
show the passengers the w onderful 
powers of vision possessed by these 
birds. 
B reaking 
the 
biscuit 
into 
sm all pieces, th e larg est of w hich was 
less th an an inch square, I dropped it 
into the seething w aters j u s t ‘under 
th e how of the vessel. 
I t was of the 
same color as the hissing foam into 
which it w as dropped,and by w hich it 
was, of course, rapidly carried astern.

The invention of ready made clothing i91 
undoubtedly a labor saving one, especial­ 
ly for mothers of boys, but every advan­ 
tage has its disadvantage, and garments 
often require alteration in order to be real­ 
ly useful. A common fault of ready made 
shirts, both cotton and woolen, is a neck 
too high at the back. 
No man or boy can 
carry himself properly when his neck is 
thrust forward by an ill fitting shirt. If it 
be not possible to have such garments 
made to order, be sure that any constric-

tion of the neck is relieved before the shirt 
is worn. 
As a rule, materials for boys’ 
clothing containing blue stripes or checks 
should be avoided. Blue, except the dark 
navy blue, usually fades and makes even 
a good garment look shabby weeks before 
its race is legitimately run. Some browns 
are apt to turn rusty. Plain black or any 
plain color shows stains of all sorts more 
readily than a mixed surface.

all is said and done, the boy’s clothes will 
be rusty and in tatters long before the best 
human judgment could have foreseen the 
catastrophe.

The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: A voter upon entering the polling place, and givin** Irs name and residence 
will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other can be used. Upon re­ 
ceiving his-ballot, voter must retire, alone to a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper 
manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. The voter, if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nomi­ 
nated by any paity, should make across mark, X, under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose, 
a balut 
so marked, and having no other mark, will be counted for all of the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the candi­ 
dates of the party have been erased, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased or pasted over a printed name. If the voter wishes to vote 
for some of the candidates of different political parties, he should erase the names of the candidates he does not desire to vote for, and make a cross mark \ 
after the name of each candidate he does, desire to vote for. 
If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office whose name is not on the ballot he must 
write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the office and make a cross, X, in the square at the right of it. 
The ballot 
should not be marked in any any other manner. If the ballot he spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must is-ue another in its stead but not 
more than three in all to any one voter. Five minutes time is allowediu booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in marking 
his ballot, can be taken into the booth, aud mav be used to copy from. The ballot must not beshown so that any person can see how it has been marked by 
the voter. After it is marked, it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorssmnts and signatures of the billot clerks on 
outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed 
in the box, and pass out of the voting place. A voter who declares to the presiding officer, that he is unable to read or that by reason of physical disability he 
is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of oneor two election officers, in marking same, to be chosen bv the voter. The presiding officer may admin­ 
ister an oath, in his discretion, as to such person’s disability.
